nésé are limited.- It is positively 
ridiculous to assert that any wealthy 
Chinaman will invest in “houses 
or land to return him 5 per cent.’ 
when he can obtain double and some- 
times treble that rate, with excellent 
security, without the least difficulty. 
We read in the China Mail a few 
days back that a Chinese millionare 
was coming from Java to invest one 
million dollars in the purchase of 
houseproperty. Was that statement 
made with the intention of causinga 
tush by excited gamblers on the many 
eligible properties at present on the 


market unable to find purchasers, or. 


whatwasits aim? Was it merely a 
“feeler ’. to open the door for 
the ubiquitous “A.B.0”?. It seems 
-exceédingly like it. When weal- 
thy Chinese intend spending a 
million dollars in house property, or 
in any other class of business specula- 
tion, they do not generally publish 
their intention in a public newspaper. 
We know one energeric “ party” in 
this colony who purchased (?) certain 
property for something like $22,000, 
-and re-sold (?) it within a few days for 
$29,000. This was a splendid busi- 
ness—on paper. Gambler No. 1 of 
course paid“bargain money ”; specu- 
lator No. 2 had no money to deposit, 
and as he failed to obtain a third 
dupe at an advanced rate he grace- 
fully’ retired, and. left the original 
purchaser chewing the cud of bitter 
reflection. As the property if put up 


to public auction would probably. 


realise about $12,000 at the extrome 
outside, it is not to be wonderel at 
that “A.B.” and other interested 
parties are trying their hardest to 
stem the torrent, And they will try 


-in vain. The bubble is completely 


burst, and ‘house property is bound 


‘to find its proper level. A celebrated 


English Judge once left the whole of 
his fortune to‘the nation to be ap- 
plied for the purpose of clearing o} 
the National Debt. A brother lawye 
on hearing of this remarkable bequest 
observed that his learned friénd 


, might just as wisely have attempted 


to stem the Thames ‘at Blackfriars 
Bridge with his full-bottomed wig, 
Tho application of this anecdote to 
the casein point is obvious. “ A.B.C’s”” 
inspired commuhications to the China 
Mait have about the same chance of 
reviving a mania for house-propar- 
ty, that the learned author himself 
has of succeeding to the Dragon 
Throne. ;
